But most 
bacteria are removed by the fol- 
lowing solutions which are stand- 
ard in the isolation tubs and in 
the wash cycle. Against gram 
positive and negative and staphy- 
lococcus bacteria, Orthophenyl 
phenal - 2 Chloroprenyl - phenol 
and P - Pertiary Amylphenol- 
coefficient 200 at 20° C. 

In the Iodine group the laun- 
dry uses the Polyethoxy poly- 
proxy ethanol-iodine complex at 
9.10%, Nonyl phenoxy poly- 
ethoxy ethanol-iodine complex at 
8.74 per cent and Hydrogen 
Chloride at .11 per cent which 
provides a minimum of 1.6 per 
cent available iodine. 

When the isolated and im- 
mersed linens get to the laundry 
they are placed in one of the two 
washwheels with capacities of 
150 and 350 pounds. They are 
prewashed here with additional 
bacteriacide through a_ cycle. 
Then the regular washing pro- 
cedure is followed. 

In the laundry, employing 36 
full time workers, destruction of 
pathogenic and vegetative bacteria 
is further insured in two ways. 
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St. John's laundry room is light, airy and well ventilated. 
More important, it produces linen that are bacteria-free. 


The first is that the alkali (sodium 
carbonate or sodium hydroxide) 
is added to 100 degree water, an 
advantageous way of increasing 
bacteriodical efficiency by lower- 
ing hydrogen-ion concentration. 
The other way is by the use of 
“built” soaps. Each firm making 
or building these soaps has com- 
bined various chemicals to special 
formulas to attain the best results 
for releasing soil from fabrics. 
The hardness of the water should 
be taken into account. 

The routine followed on patho- 
genic-free linens is not too differ- 
ent from the standard accepted 
pattern followed in most other 
institutions. Once isolated linens 
are chemically treated in the 30 
gallon tubs and in the special 
wash cycle, they are put through 
the regular process. 

At the completion of the laun- 
dry cycle, clean linens are marked 
or identified from the previous 
markings made for each depart- 
ment with a circular transfer 
stamp. Each floor has a circular 
stamp which carries the name of 
the hospital, the date of launder- 
ing and area of usage. Since the 
stamps can be obtained rather 
cheaply and the linens can easily 
be restamped, the fact that the 
transfer stamps become faint 
after repeated washings is no 
deterrent to their use. 





The dates marked on the packs 
in the laundry are carefully 
checked for expiration whenever 
the linens are put into use. Sterile 
items are also stored in contami- 
nation free areas according to 
kind and department. In most 
cases the hospital relies on auto- 
claving for linen sterility. 

All clean laundry is returned 
to its respective department in 
leatherette carts with sanitary 
nylon liners. Cleaning of the linen 
rooms is done as needed. How- 
ever, once a month these linen 
rooms are cleaned throughout 
with soap, water and bacteria- 
cide. No contamination ever 
reaches these rooms. 

Another valuable aid to in- 
fection prevention is the coopera- 
tion of floor assistants in the 
handling of all laundered and 
launderable items. The use of the 
isolation cart and can for linens 
is of course the greatest aid to the 
anti-infection program. But an 
alertness on all levels of the staff, 
from doctors to maids, is neces- 
sary to the cause. The staff at St. 
John’s is constantly alerted by 
meetings, floor reports, patient 
care meetings and infection com- 
mittees. And the hospital laundry 
through diligence, care and use 
of the most modern methods 
adapted to the needs of the hos- 
pital does more than its share. (_]

magine George Washington having his many colorful uniforms 

done twice a week in a modern, fully automatic laundry. 
Although they would have looked a good deal better than they 
did, this seems quite fantastic at first glance. But each day at the 
Restoration Laundry, on the outskirts of Colonial Williamsburg 
at Williamsburg, Va., the costumes and uniforms of the Revolu- 
tionary period emerge from the laundry/cleaning plant with the 
gleam of twentieth century care. 

The modern two-story plant is operated by LM Armond Camp- 
bell for the Williamsburg Restoration, Inc., the business arm of 
Colonial Williamsburg, a non-profit educational corporation estab- 
lished to carry forward the work of restoring the city to its 
eighteenth-century appearance. Campbell does all the work for the 
hotels, cafeterias, eighteenth-century taverns. 

Using modern twentieth century equipment, such as unloading 
washwheels, an eight-roll ironer with an automatic folder, heated 
conditioning tumblers, air-driven utility presses, etc., Campbell 
handles about 500,000 pieces a month. The six dining areas alone 
seat almost 1,600 tourists daily, while the hotels and guest houses 
take care of about 750 overnight guests. 

In addition to handling the regular line of hotel and restaurant 
linen, Williamsburg’s Restoration Laundry does much of the

5 personal laundry for the 2,000 employees and their immediate 
families. This “side” business, run on a cash and carry basis, does 
about $500 a week. 

Although they constitute less than five per cent of his total 
laundry/cleaning volume, Campbell believes one of his most im- 
portant jobs is handling the authentic uniforms and costumes worn 
by the Waiters at the colonial taverns, the artisans in the craft 
shops and the liveried coachmen. 

Many of the drycleanable winter costumes are expensive, hand- 
made outfits. However, some of the less costly, launderable 
costumes are made by a commercial uniform manufacturer. 

Campbell, who has been Williamsburg’s laundry manager for 
18 years, buys all the washable uniforms for the hotels, taverns 
and restaurants. There have been several occasions when some 
outside organization wanted to borrow the pattern for the authentic 
colonial waiters’ costumes. The uniform manufacturer asked 
Campbell for permission to make these uniforms. This permission 
is usually granted if the colors are to be different from that used 
for Williamsburg uniforms and if the outside organization is far 
enough away from Williamsburg to offer no conflict in identification. 

While Campbell is in complete charge of the purchasing and

Costumes belonging to craft shop and other 
departments of The Williamsburg Restoration, 
Inc., are charged to the individual department 
concerned. At the end of the year, Campbell said, 
about $18,000 of his $146,000 budget is charged 
off to other departments. 

No startling or unusual procedures are used to 
process the valuable costumes. “We are,” Camp- 
bell pointed out, “very careful with the garments. 
Our girls are all skilled workers. They know that 
the garments they handle are not expendable. In 
addition to the months of research that go into 
authénticating a particular style, many days are 
spent to sew the pieces together,” he said. 

Launderable summer cotton dresses cost from 
$125 to $250 to make. The costumes worn by 
waiters in the colonial taverns are made by a 
commercial firm from an authentic pattern 
supplied by Williamsburg Restoration, Inc. These 
cost about $30 apiece. One of the taverns em- 
ploys 80 waiters. All of the uniforms and costumes 
must fit the wearer perfectly. 

“We are trying to make our visitors believe 
they stepped into the past. Ill-fitting costumes 
would destroy the illusion. People would react to

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our colonists the way many react to the phony 
Santa Claus’ found on every other street corner 
the day after Thanksgiving day,” Campbell said. 

Clean uniforms and costumes are just as im- 
portant to this illusion as a proper fit. Here’s 
where The Restoration Laundry steps into the 
picture. The plant processes about $22,000 worth 
of costumes and uniforms each year. During the 
winter months most of the garments have to be 
drycleaned. These are daily processed in a 50- 
pound cold synthetic unit. They are then carefully 
pressed on one of the two utility presses and 
touched up by hand on the silk finishing unit. 

Summer cotton costumes and uniforms are 
brought into the laundry twice a week. Monday’s 
wash is gently laundered in the washwheel and 
ready for delivery by Wednesday. On Wednesday 
the second pickup is made. It is ready by Friday. 

Although the laundry’s costume and uniform 
volume is less than five per cent of the total 
laundry volume, it is often considered the most 
important five per cent. Were it not for the clean, 
bright costumes worn by the craftsmen in restored 
or reconstructed houses, Williamsburg would 
merely be another quaint Southern city instead of 
the tourist mecca it is. Without the tourists, Camp- 
bell might just as well fire his workers and close 
up his ten-year old plant. [7]

yle Camley, LM of Norwich (Conn.) State 
Hospital, saves 4%2 man hours a day by an 
elementary application of time and motion study. 
Camley found that by putting his washing for- 
mulas in ordinary quart milk bottles, his wash- 
men save between five and 10 minutes a load. 
Each of the six automatic 44 x 84 washwheels 
in the modern plant is loaded nine times a day. 
Prior to placing the formulas in bottles, which 
are located in racks between every two wash- 
wheels, washmen had to walk to the 50 gallon 
supply drums, scoop off the necessary supplies 
and carefully tote them back to the units. This 
can mean a great deal of walking to and from 
the alkali, blue, bleach, soap, starch, regenerator 
and sour supply points when you're doing the 
linen for 3,100 mentally ill patients and about 1,- 
200 employees. 


In a further effort to pare seconds from the 
time required to do the 100,000 pounds of soiled 
linen each week, Camley prepares his formulas 
a week in advance. A full day’s supply is poured 
into the milk bottles and wheeled out to the wash- 
ing units on a stainless steel truck. 

Standard concentrations of washing supplies 
are used in most cases. Where the proportions 
become too bulky to use with the milk bottle 
method, adjustments are made. For example, 350 
pounds of sheets take four quarts of one per cent 
bleach. Camley has reduced the bleach to only 
two percent and puts it into two bottles. In this 
way, he has reduced the number of steps an em- 
ployee takes to charge the washwheel and saves 
about two seconds. 

Using the standard concentrations, Camley has 
worked out five different formulas. They are: 
light soil white work; heavy soil white work; light 
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Well-clothed patients at Norwich 


State Hospital can thank Lyle Camley 


for increasing production by cutting 


the amount of time needed for each 


phase of the laundering operation 


color work; heavy color work; and blankets. 

“I know of five excellent reasons for using the 
milk bottle dispensing method,” Camley said. 

They are: 
@ It’s fast 
@ It’s safe—no slippery floors from washing for- 
mulas spilling during transfer in a dipper from 
big drums to the washwheel 
@ It’s accurate—we simply fill the quart bottles 
to the top 
® It’s economical—no wasted motions or sup- 
plies lost by spilling 
@ Improves the appearance of the washroom by 
eliminating the unsightly drums of supplies and 
spilled supplies on the floor 

Aside from the fact that it’s just good business 
to eliminate wasted time, Camley said that every 
minute saved means more service for his patients. 
His plant, a modern three-story building, is fully 
equipped with time-saving automatic equipment. 
It met the test of high-speed production. This 
was proved after two months of operation when 
by 3 P.M. on an ordinary working day, the soiled 
linen room top floor was entirely free of laundry. 

Linen is first received in this soiled linen classi- 
fication room. Here it is sorted, weighed and 
loaded into chutes. The chutes are located di- 
rectly above the washwheels. The washman in 
the room below merely pulls a cord on each chute 
to load a pocket of the washwheel. In order to 
save a few more seconds, the washman changes 
the formula disk (if needed) while the present 
load is in the last rinse stage. 

Unlike many institutions of this kind, the pro- 
fessional and administrative group at the hospital 
do not believe in a hospital laundry as a type of

Guest work is handled separately in 36x36 
washwheels. Hotel laundry is washed in 
two 450-pound and three 350-pound washwheels. 
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quality wing collar. Walior said 
he sometimes does about 200 ot 
these a week; especially when a 
formal diplomatic party is sched- 
uled. The collar unit, actually 
five units in one, first steams the 
rim of the collar, then touches 
up the wing tips, next presses the 
body of the collar, then folds and 
presses over a necktie form and 
finally shapes the collar into a 
semi-circle. 


Fast Service 


Walior readily admits that this 
equipment is rarely seen in hotel 
laundries. The  Statler-Hilton, 
however, has the equipment so 
that it can give its guests superior 
service. 

The quality of the finished 
product produced by Walior’s 
staff of 63, is equalled only by 
the speed of service. One man, 
hired specifically to pick up and 
deliver guest bundles, picks up 
any time of the day. Any bundle 
brought into the laundry by 10 
A.M. is back to the guest by 5 
P.M. Work brought down to the 
plant by midnight is ready by 
noon of the following day. Rush 
bundles can be processed almost 
immediately in one of the two 
36 x 36-inch washwheels used 
only for guest laundry. 

All guest laundry is netted. 
Hankies and socks are put into 
separate nets and then washed 
with the main bundle. 

In addition to doing all the 
work for the Statler-Hilton in 
Washington, Walior does the 
house and guest work for another 
large hotel in Washington. “This 
other institution’s work,” Walior 
said, “gets the same high-quality 
care we give to Statler-Hilton 
laundry. Between the two hotels 
my three eight-roll ironers turn 
out 1,011,000 pieces a month. 
More than 27,700 uniforms are 
handled by the seven uniform 
presses during the same period. 
While all this is going on, our 
guests have their work done. But 
with every piece, we want qual- 
ity first.” []

M™ than $2,000 a year was 
saved on the linens de- 
partment operating cost at Pres- 
byterian Hospital in Denver by 
LM E. O. Martin by dyeing each 
ward’s linen a different color. 

This color , coding-economy 
program got its start in 1957 
when Martin made an analysis 
of his linen and laundry costs. He 
learned that replacement figures 
were approximately $2,100 per 
year. This was too high, even 
though the laundry services more 
than 200 beds and about 55 bas- 
sinettes.

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tenance employees and nurses 
would simply tear up a sheet on 
the pretext that it was “too badly 
spotted for further use.” Proof 
that this situation existed was 
found in the fact that during 1958 
the Denver hospital bought $400 
worth of rags for the first time 
in its history. 

Conferring with ward nurses 
on each floor of the five-story 
hospital, Martin found that the 
anonymity of the sheets, all in 
plain white, was the major factor 
that led to misuse and theft. 

Martin decided to pinpoint the 
wards responsible for the most 
loss by the use of a specific color 
for each floor of the hospital. 

“Since* this color coding sys- 
tem would make it easy for me 
to place the responsibility for loss 
on a floor, all personnel would 
make a real effort to prevent mis- 
use and pilferage on their floors,” 
he reasoned. 

Accordingly, a test program 
was run on the top floor of the 
hospital, in an area containing 
26 beds. All of the linens sup- 
plied to that department were 
dyed lavender. This unusual col- 
or was also tested for patient re- 
action. 

Over a two-month test period 
favorable patient reactions were 
reported. Only one patient out 
of the hundred or more who were 
tested showed any bad reaction. 
Most patients commented in a 
pleased manner that colored lin- 
ens “made them feel less like they 
were in a hospital.” 

By the end of the test, Martir 
was convinced that different col- 
ored linens for each floor was the 
answer. He therefore set out on 
a program which resulted in ex- 
clusively pink linens for the first 
floor, green for the second, yel- 
low for the third, blue for the 
fourth, lavender for the fifth and 
grey for the operating room. 

The big job of converting all 
the white linen into colored was 
handled by Martin himself. He 
began by experimenting with a 
variety of dyes, ranging in price 
from $2.95 to $8.95 per pound.

He came up with an excellent 
formula that costs about 17 cents 
per sheet. 

Dyeing was done on weekends 
and during the evening hours to 
eliminate any shortages of linens 
in the wards. The entire opera- 
tion took several weeks. The 
only items that were not put into 
the washwheel for dyeing were 
the patients’ gowns and bed pads. 

Following the manufacturer’s 
instructions carefully, Martin 





found that most colors could be 
easily applied, would be com- 
pletely fast, even lavender, which 
was undoubtedly something of a 
“risk.” Yellow proved to be the 
most difficult of the dyes to work 
with, and required re-dyeing in 
some instances. 

“It was admittedly something 
of a gamble,” Martin said, “since 
I started out on this color pro- 
gram, I was dyeing linens which

Mesevagtd managers know that it 
sometimes takes a while to 
effect a change in procedures. 
They know, too, that if they can 
prove a change will be beneficial 
to the efficiency and economy of 
the institution, it will be author- 
ized. 

After experimenting with vari- 
ous systems of handling student 
linen at Hampton Institute, 
Hampton, Virginia, it was de- 
cided that a central linen room 
under the supervision of the 
laundry manager would be best. 
This change was made largely 
through the efforts of James T. 
Alston, manager of the college 
laundry.

Centralization: old key to new savings 


Alston proved that a central 
linen room under his control, 
coupled with a direct exchange 
linen supply system, would be 
better than having each of the 
seven dormitories of the 1,250- 
student college handle a part of 
the linen supply. 

Central control, Alston main- 
tained, will lessen the incidence 
of loss. Too, the important but 
time-consuming business of keep- 
ing records would be reduced and 
standardized. And linen hoard- 
ing, a costly practice indulged in 
by some house mothers, nurses, 
housekeepers, etc., would be cut 
out completely. 

Last year Alston was given 
permission to start the direct ex- 
change and central control sys- 
tem. He first cleaned out a room 
in his five-year old laundry, in- 
stalled shelves and took an in- 
ventory of the linen. He then 
issued a record card to each stu- 
dent. This card lists the amount 
of linen each student is given at 
the beginning of each term. Every 
time clean laundry is issued to a 
student (once a week) a record 
is kept on the card. In this way 
Alston is able to account for 
every piece of linen. In addition, 
he can now tell at a glance which

Spring isolated installations for 
washer-extractors have been sub- 
jected to a series of rigorous on- 
location tests. One laundry, for 
example, made it a point to un- 
balance the loads in its two 200- 
pound combo units. Because of 
the spring isolated installations, 
the laundry manager was not able 
to detect any vibration passing 
through the spring mountings into 
the adjacent area. 

Here’s how the spring founda- 
tion works: The combo unit is 
firmly attached to a slab of con- 
crete. This concrete slab is then 
surrounded by shock absorbing 
steel springs. These springs are 
generally below floor level so that 
the combo units will be positioned 
at an ideal working height.

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aundry managers have learned 

through experience that the 
best way to combat emergency 
situations is to prepare for them. 
In this way, national defense 
emergencies, extreme weather 
conditions, temporary equipment 
problems and even labor disputes 
need not prevent an LM from 
supplying his institution with 
clean, safe linen. 

In the interests of laundry 
managers all over the nation, IN- 
STITUTIONAL LAUNDRY has sur- 
veyed several hospital LMs in 
New York City. We asked them 
how they are meeting their pres- 
ent crisis. 

Their answer: preparation and 
adjustment. Here’s how they did 
it: 

One hospital began to prepare 
for an emergency about a month 
before one occurred. The LM 
worked out a six point program. 

1. Bought one week’s supply 
of disposable wash cloths, dia- 
pers and surgical towels. 

2. Bought a year’s supply of 
washable linen. 

3. Began to put newly pur- 
chased linen into circulation so 
that it could be washed and 
marked prior to an emergency. 

4. “Farmed” linen out to other 
institutions in the area not faced 
with an emergency. (The Met- 
ropolitan Institutional Laundry 
Managers Association of New 


York recently resolved to help 
each other in emergencies. ) 

5. Hired trucks to transport 
linen to and from the other 
plants. 

6. Used volunteer and execu- 
tive help to operate the plant. 

This program has proved ef- 
fective. However, the LM now 
faces a tremendous sorting prob- 
lem. Few of the plants doing his 
work sort it. They merely wash 
the linens and load the laundry 
carts with the tumbled dry items 
and flatwork. Undaunted, this 
LM is solving the sorting prob- 
lem simply by spending time to 
get it done. 

Another problem encountered 
by this LM is that he does not 
have enough laundry carts to 
transport his linens to and from 
the other plants. The linens 
sometimes have to be placed on 
paper on the beds of the motor 
vehicles. 

“My tumbler was the life 
saver,” said the LM of another 
institution facing an emergency. 
“All of our linens are dried in 
the tumbler. We don’t even put 
sheets through the flatwork iron- 
er. Few complaints have been 
voiced, for our patients know we 
are operating under conditions 
of great stress.” 

This LM, as did all of the 
others surveyed, sent his uni- 
forms out to other plants. Later, 


meeting emergency situations 


the nurses and interns were told 
to send out their uniforms and 
were given an allowance to pay 


- for this. 


Another hospital’s “Emergen- 
cy Plan of Action” covers the 
situation from three standpoints: 
preparation, action on the day of 
the emergency and action to take 
on the continuance of the emer- 
gency. 

Following this plan, the LM 
has been able to produce his pre- 
emergency quota without much 
trouble. Uniforms, however, 
have posed a problem. It takes 
nim a week to get back uniforms 
sent to commercial plants. Ordi- 
narily the service would have 
been 24 to 48 hours. 

“This situation is aggravated 
by the fact that more than one 
institution is facing a laundry 
emergency. (Five of the seven 
hospitals in the crisis have their 
own laundries.) In addition, the 
commercial plants are tied up 
with VA hospital work,” the LM 
Jamented. 

When preparing for phase one 
of the plan, the LM began to put 
a week’s supply of linen into cir- 
culation. One day’s supply of 
new linen was washed, marked 
and returned to the linen shelves 
as a reserve. Finally, a day's 
supply of operating room linen 
was dyed green.

New York hospital strike ends 


Tr strike of laundry workers, 

which began May 8, and 
plagued five of the seven struck 
volunteer hospitals in New York 
City, ended after 46 days. 

Provisions of the policy state- 
ment that sent laundry workers 
back to Mount Sinai, Brooklyn 
Jewish, Beth Israel, Bronx, and 
Flower & Fifth Avenue hospitals 
include: 
: 1. A minimum hourly wage of 
’ $1, or a pay increase of $2 a week, 
whichever is greater. 

2. A regular work week of 40 
hours, with time and a half for

overtime, beginning July 1. 

3. Establishment of a 12 man 
permanent administrative commit- 
tee composed of six hospital trus- 
tees named by the association and 
six so-called “public” representa- 
tives picked by the Chief Justice of 
the State Court of Appeals. 

4. A set procedure for griev- 
ances, which ultimately permits an 
aggrieved employee to be repre- 
sented by “any one he may desig- 
nate,” including the union, in sub- 
mitting his case to mediation and 
arbitration. 

5. The establishment by Oct. 1 
of job grades with suitable pay 


ranges and provisions for progres- 
sion of employees from one grade 
to another. 

6. No. discrimination against 
employees who join or remain 
members of any union. 

7. Discontinuance of all legal 
proceedings pending in connection 
with the walkout. 

8. Reinstatement of all striking 
employees without discrimination 
“as quickly as practical and feas- 
ible, unless guilty of violence,” in 
which case charges shall be subject 
to grievance procedure, including

nquiries were received express- 
I ing interest in grippers or snap 
fasteners as a result of an article 
in Hospitals, August 1958. The 
article stated, “uniforms are 
fitted with grippers, which are 
not damaged by the press opera- 
tion and eliminate replacement 
of buttons and studs.” 

Institutional laundry men are 
constantly confronted with the 
problem of replacing buttons and 
Strings or ties. Since Mt. Sinai 
has replaced buttons with stain- 
less steel gripper snap fasteners, 
much time and sewing room ex- 
penses have been eliminated. 


Vital time was consumed by the 
laundry or nurses untying knotted 
strings. In many instances ties 
were cut. It is also believed a 
gripper at the neck of patients’ 
gowns is more comfortable when 
they are resting. 

Snap fasteners also alleviate 
the problem of removable pearl 
buttons or studs. If buttons are 
left in the garment, pressing oper- 
ators must take time to remove 
them. If overlooked, the possi- 
bility of a damaged button cover 
results. 

At Mt. Sinai all garments 
formerly utilizing buttons or 


strings now have grippers. These 
garments include kitchen and 
porter shirts, side button doctor 
coats, patients, precaution and 
operating room gowns, service 
smocks and nurses aides’ full 
skirt apron. Truck covers, used to 
prevent dust and soilage, now 
use grippers rather than strings 
or ties. In the near future a test 
on trousers with this snap fasten- 
er will begin. For obvious rea- 
sons, to date the only garment 
which cannot have grippers is 
the x-ray gown. 

In the past some laundry man- 
agers have experienced diffi- 
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culties with snap fasteners for 
yarious reasons. Original prob- 
lems derived from poor founda- 
tions or lack of material thick- 
ness. By not having adequate 
support, fasteners would pull out 
of the garments. This problem 
has been solved through the co- 
operation of the garment and 
closure manufacturers. 


Disintegration Stopped 


A similar problem, but caused 
by other conditions, is the dis- 
integration or tenderizing of 
material surrounding the fastener. 
This causes the fastener to even- 
tually pull out. Shortened gar- 
ment life due to excessive use of 
bleaching agents is common 
knowledge. These same agents 
cause a premature breakdown of 
fabrics immediately surrounding 
snap fasteners. This breakdown 
is a result of the affinity between 
bleaches and alloy. Until a few 
years ago all snap fasteners were 
made of alloy with various fin- 
ishes, but mostly nickel plate. 
When the protective plating of 
nickel is removed by abrasive 
action, a catalytic or oxycellulous 
condition commences. 

Laundries using dry bleaches 
which are slow oxidizing agents, 
have little or no catalytic prob- 
lems. However, liquid bleaches 
with a fast oxidizing time can 
start corrosive reactions within 
ten to fifteen launderings. 

Tests have been performed 
during the past two years to de- 
termine methods of eliminating 
deterioration of fabric surround- 
ing fastener areas. The use of dry 
bleaches has been of considerable 
help but the introduction of a 
Stainless steel snap fastener has 
solved the problem. Results of a 
large linen supply chain show 
they have virtually no repairs 
since the change from alloy to 
Stainless steel snap fasteners. 

Due to increased strength of 
Stainless steel over brass, other 
advantages are offered. The pos- 
sibility of smashing or flattening 
Stud head or cupping of stud 
flanges is eliminated. 

For any repairs or replace- 
ments necessary there are inex- 
Pensive repair kits available. The 
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kit should contain two hand 
machines to avoid changing dies, 
suitable dies for applying fasten- 
ers, removal pliers and a small 
quantity of grippers. A mounting 
board and tool box for parts and 
fasteners should also be consid- 
ered. If the board is not pur- 
chased, the laundry should mount 
the hand machines on a table or 
bench for easier working condi- 
tions. 





In summary, there are no 
special operations needed to 
process grippers; therefore vol- 
ume and efficiency of the laundry 
can be maintained. Snap fasteners 
have greatly reduced sewing room 
expenses which have long been 
considered a “necessary evil” 
plus offering many other ad- 
vantages to patients, employees, 
the hospital and the institutional 
Jaundry manager. {_] 
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have accepted my assignment as President of

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had already seen much use, and 
which could understandably have 
been weakened by the caustic so- 
lutions used in the dyes. As it 
turned out, however, the material 
dyed smoothly, without any ap- 
parent tendency toward disinte- 
gration.” 

Perhaps the only disappoint- 
ment which Martin suffered in 
his dyeing project was the fact 
spots on the sheets, which he had 
hoped would become invisible in 
the dyeing, usually dyed a slightly 
different color than the unstained 
sections of the sheet, and showed 
just as badly. There will be no 
such problems in future purchas- 
ing of new sheets already dyed 
in pastel colors which, of course, 
is the plan. The “home-dyed” 
variety, produced exclusively in 
the Presbyterian Hospital laun- 
dry, have stood up very well, 
with no advanced replacement. 


Cartoons extoll care 


Along with the color change, 
Martin hired a student nurse on 
the hospital staff, who is an ac- 
complished artist, to draw up a 
series of cartoons slanted at bet- 
ter care of linens. One of the 
most interesting showed a car- 
toon of a folded sheet with the 
plea “Don’t Throw Me Down 
The Chute!” 

Before the colored linens were 
introduced, piles of supposedly 
soiled linens contained literally 
dozens of neatly folded, com- 
pletely unused uniforms, towels, 
sheets, pillow cases, which ward 
attendants would simply toss 
down the chutes if they were not 
needed on the “out of sight-out 
of mind” principle. In combina- 
tion with the cartoon reminder 
and the recognition of the fact 
that the color will bring an in- 
vestigation from the head nurse 
on the floor, there is no such 
problem at all.

able scale. “We used to find it 
necessary to buy almost 200 new 
washcloths every month,” Mar- 
tin indicated, “because these 
would be tossed in waste baskets 
instead of soiled laundry contain- 
ers, thrust in pockets, and other- 


wise lost to the hospital. Now, 
with cartoons chiding employees 
for either carelessness or down- 
right dishonesty in removing 
them, there are no more such 
thefts. Last year, we bought only 
around 75 replacement wash- 
cloths for a full year. It was the 
same story with towels, pillow 
cases, and similar small items. 
This saving alone was enough to 
amount to $70 a month.” 
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Physical handling of the linens 
through the big basement linen 
room has also been facilitated 
by the color program. Where the 
linens room originally was staffed 
by four people, Martin now uses 
one full-time girl and one “16 
hour per week” part-time girl to 
classify, and distribute all the lin- 
ens for the entire hospital. Com- 
partments, colored to match the 
color involved, make it a simple 


matter to distribute stacks of 
green sheets, for. example, into 
green compartments, indicating 
the proper floor, lavender face 
towels, wash cloths, pillow cases, 


etc., into the appropriately- 
colored bins. If any floor super- 
visor, head nurse, etc., detects 
linens of the wrong color in the 
stock delivered to the floor, it is 
automatically routed back to the 
linens room, which means that 
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there will be no oversupply on 
one floor and a shortage on an. 
other. A glance at the stacks 
being doled out for each floor 
tells linens room employees, or 
floor supervisors, whether the 
proper amount is being assigned. 
Finally, there are no more 
squabbles between floors as to 
what linens belong to specific de- 
partments. 


Waste eliminated 


“It seems difficult to believe 
what changes have taken place,” 
Martin said. “For example, we 
used to receive as many as 480 
patient gowns flung down the 
used-linen chutes, along with 670 
hand towels, over the space of 
only four days. Now, we get 
around 21 patient gowns, and 
three or four unused hand towels 
per week. These latter appear in 
the soiled linen simply because 
people do make mistakes in rec- 
ognizing whether a garment is 
used or not. However, there is 
no deliberate waste of any sort 
to contend with.” 

The well-equipped Presby- 
terian laundry plant is soon to 
be enlarged to include installa- 
tion of two new automatic wash- 
er-extractor combination units, 
which will occupy no more space, 
but which will permit the plant 
to handle as much as 36 tons of 
work per week. Steady expansion 
of the hospital to 300 beds, a new 
150-bed home for the aged on 
the hospital grounds, will neces- 
sitate this sort of additional pro- 
ductive efficiency. Meanwhile, 
colored linens program, and its 
healthy savings, have helped to 
provide the necessary funds for

occupational therapy. While Norwich does use 
patient labor, much of the work is done by the 
automatic units. The savings in time enable these 
patients to take long rest periods. 

Coupled with this philosophy of using as little 
patient help as possible is the desire to give the 


patients more freshly pressed clothing. Fresh 
outer garments and frequently changed sheets 
not only boost patient morale, they add to the 
control of skin ulcers and other types of bed 
sores. Today, all dresses, shirts and trousers worn 
by patients are neatly pressed. Norwich has a 
battery of 30 uniform and 12 utility presses to do 
the job. 

Camley has come up with other time saving 
measures. For one thing, he makes it easier for 
the maintenance crew to assemble or disassemble 
machinery for periodic preventive care. All the 
parts of one unit are numbered. For example, if 
a press unit was in three parts, each would have 
a figure and letter. There would be 1-A, 1-B 
and 1-C. This coding system also makes it easier 
for Camley to keep a record of the repairs made 
to his equipment. 

The combination of a modern plant with auto- 
matic equipment, an alert LM with money and 
time-saving ideas and a staff of 52 full-time work- 
ers, all dedicated to making each patient’s stay 
happy and comfortable, has resulted in one of 
the best run _ institutional laundries in_ the 
nation. [_]

Your Equipment,” and told of 
the need for a thorough under- 
standing of the potentials of the 
equipment, operating procedures 
and a consistent program of 
checking and maintaining.
